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Column 18, claim 12 should read as follows: 

12. A system for transferring contents of an information channel from a source to a 
destination, comprising: 

means for receiving a signal spectrum having a plurality of channels via an analog 
network; 

means for digitizing the received signal spectrum; 

means for isolating and translating, from the digitized spectrum, a selected channel to 
baseband, resulting in a digitized channel; 

means for framing the digitized channel and associated attribute information; 

means for transmitting the framed channel to the destination using packet techniques 
over a second packet network; and 

means for reconstructing a frequency and bandwidth accurate replica of the selected 
channel at the destination. 
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
